"I hope we can find 12 people 
who are willing to be open* 
minded and who will weigh the 
evidence fairly/' Porter said. 

"It's a very complicated case 
— like walking in a mine field af- 
ter the McMartin case — as par- 
ents are very upset*" the defense 
lawyer said. 

Two McMartin defendants 
were found innocent after the 
lengthy trial, but defendant Ray 
Buckey faces a new trial on 13 
other counts of molestation* 

"I'm concerned with the lack 
of physical evidence to support 
some of the allegations/' Porter 
said. "You want some certainty 
before you deprive a person of 
their freedom/' 

Prosecutor Root said she 
plans to call about 30 witnesses, 
including many of the children 
and their parents. Fourteen of 
the alleged victims were boys 13 
years old and younger at the time 
of the incidents, she said, and one 
was an 8-year-old girl. 

Porter said he is unsure about 
the number of witnesses he will 
call, but he expects the trial to 
last three to four weeks. 

. "I'll be-, cross-examining the, 
kids/' he said. - "There are ques- 
tions I want to ask them about 
certain counts. You can have all 
those counts, some which may be 
true and some that may not be 
true. Evidence will determine 
which are true or untrue." 

The trial will be before Judge 
Rufus Yent. 

Buxton, a former shuttle bus 
driver at Los Angeles Interna- 
tional Airport, moved to the Mo- 
rongo Basin with friends in 1987 
■ 1 



and became a volunteer firefight- 
er with the California Depart- 
ment of Forestry and Fire's Won- 
der Valley station. 

"He was instrumental in 
founding the Scout troop, which 
was sponsored by the CDF unit 
and initially held meetings at the 
fire station," Root said. 

The parents of some of the 
Scouts were fellow volunteer fire- 
fighters of Buxton's. 

Buxton was arrested by sher- 
iffs deputies Nov. 9, 1988, after 
two mothers of alleged victims of 
sex acts made separate 
statements to deputies. Root said 
the women had learned there 
might be incidents of child moles- 
tation at camp-outs and ques- 
tioned their children before 
asking deputies to investigate. 

Defense attorney Porter said 
he did not want to comment on 
specific allegations. 

After a preliminary hearing 



last April and another in June in 
Morongo Basin Municipal Court; 
Buxton was bound over for trial*' 
in Barstow, Root said the second 
pre-trial hearing was held to re- 
ceive testimony from alleged vic- 
tims who came forward after the 
earlier hearing. 

Buxton is in custody in the 
county jail in San Bernardino - 
with bail set at $100,000. 

He is the second Wonder Val- 
ley firefighter and Scouting offi- 
cial to face charges in connection 
with alleged lewd acts involving 
Scouts in the valley. 

Root said retired Marine Da- 
vid Reed, 42, a volunteer fire- 
fighter who served as coordinator 
for Troop 341, was sentenced to 
38 years in state prison last year 
after pleading guilty to 16 felony 
counts of child molestation. 

Reed entered the plea after 
reaching an agreement with the 
prosecution that his prison term 
would be limited to 38 years, Root 
said.
